Enrollment

Attendance 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  of  the  surrounding  schools 
postponed  their  opening  date  from  two  to  four  weeks  on 
account  of  the  danger  of  infantile  paralysis,  the  Hifisdale 
high  school  began  on  scheduled  time.     There  has  been

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but  two  breaks  in  the  school  program.  Severe  weather 
compelled  the  closing  of  the  public  schools  at  noon,  Feb. 
6  and  26.  Although  there  has  been  much  illness  among 
the  individual  pupils,  the  health  officer  is  to  be  congrat- 
ulated on  the  fact  that  no  contagious  diseases  have  ap- 
peared during  the  past  year. 

The  attendance  has  been  very  good  for  the  first  twenty- 
three  weeks.  Ten  of  the  pupils  have  been  neither  absent 
nor  tardy.  The  rate  of  attendance  for  the  whole  school 
has  been  about  97^  per  cent.

Scholarship 

It  was  thought  best  this  year  to  change  the  passing 
rank  from  seventy-five  to  seventy  per  cent.  This  was 
done  for  two  reasons.  By  far  the  greater  number  of  the 
schools  of  New  Hampshire  have  adopted  seventy  per  cent 
as  the  passing  mark,  and  a  uniform  grading  system  is 
urged  upon  all  the  schools.  The  second  purpose  was  to 
stiffen  up  the  courses,  so  that  it  would  be  more  difficult  for 
the  pupils  to  obtain  eighty-five  per  cent  in  their  studies, 
which  is  the  grade  usually  required  f6r  admission  to  col- 
leges. Under  the  previous  system,  the  pupils  had  to  in- 
crease their  marks  only  ten  points  in  order  to  be  promoted 
from^the  passing  group  into  the  one  favored  by  the  col- 
leges.    By  the  new  arrangement  it  will  be  necessary  to 
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gain  fifteen  points  in  order  to  do  this. 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  at  the  school  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  receive  the  greatest  educational  help. 
The  head  master  wishes  to  thank  the  parents  and  pupils 
for  their  previous  aid  in  this  matter,  and  asks  them  to  co- 
operate with  him  to  make  the  attendance  in  the  future 
even  better  than  heretofore.  Systematic  hours  set  aside 
for  study  will  also  tend  to  raise  the  scholarship.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  average  pupils  should  spend  at  least 
one  hour  a  day  upon  their  lessons  outside  of  the  school 
periods.  More  time  than  this  will  be  necessary  if  they 
are  excused  before  the  end  of  the  afternoon  session. 

The  pupils  now  in  the  high  school  who  obtained  an 
average  of  at  least  eighty-five  in  their  studies  last  year 
are :

Of  the  above  number,  Pauline  Delphy  and  John  Snow 
are  seniors.  The  latter  is  appointed  valedictorian  for  the 
graduation  exercises,  and  the  former  salutatorian. 

Curricula 

The  proposed  curricula  for  next  year  will  be  given  in 
detail  upon  a  subsequent  page.  Suggestions  from  the 
parents  or  pupils  on  this,  or  other  matters,  are  requested 
in  order  to  obtain  full  information  as  to  what  is  desired. 
Not  all  the  courses  are  taught  the  year  they  are  listed,  be- 
cause of  the  impossibility  of  three  teachers  giving  them 
all  in  one  year.  Many  of  the  courses  are  combined  and 
are  taught  alternate  years. 
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Several  improvements  have  been  made,  especially  in 
the  agricultural  curriculum.  The  renting  of  the  Cunning- 
ham house  from  Mr.  Robertson  has  given  the  boys  plenty 
of  room  for  their  work.  A  course  in  forging  was  started 
last  fall  and  is  proving  of  much  value.  The  public  is  in- 
vited to  visit  the  building  and  watch  the  pupils  at  their 
work. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  school  to  help  the  people  in  any 
possible  way.  Several  of  the  boys  have  become  very  pro- 
ficient in  horticulture,  and  are  capable  of  doing  good  work 
in  grafting  and  pruning  of  trees,  and  picking  and  packing 
of  apples.  Some  of  them  had  very  good  gardens  last  sum.- 
mer.  Eldon  Sargeant  won  a  prize  of  $7.00  for  the  best 
one.  He  made  a  profit  of  $10.00  on  a  quarter,  of  an  acre 
of  potatoes,  after  deducting  all  his  expenses,  including 
his  time.  Among  the  others  who  netted  profits  on  their 
projects  were  Joseph  Butler,  Arthur  Freeman,  and  Harlan 
Owen.  These  successes  were  obtained  in  a  town  where 
many  people  say  that  farming  does  not  pay. 

In  an  exhibit  at  the  Keene  Horticultural  fair  last  au- 
tumn, the  high  school  won  the  first  prize  among  the  agri- 
cultural school  exhibits,  and  Frank  Walker  obtained  a 
first  prize  on  a  plate  of  school  apples.  This  was  the  only 
contest  of  the  kind  that  the  school  entered. 

A  great  honor,  not  only  to  the  school  and  town,  but  also 
to  the  state,  was  won  by  Guy  Bouchie  at  the  Dairymen's 
National  Show  in  Springfield,  October  25.  With  only 
three  weeks  of  real  practice,  and  competing  against  nine- 
ty-six other  contestants  who  were  the  best  that  could  be 
found  among  the  high  schools  of  the  Eastern  United 
States,  the  local  boy  won  twelfth  place  in  the  stock  judg- 
ing contest,  receiving  as  a  prize  a  Jersey  calf,  at  the  time 
valued  at  $100.00.  Many  of  his  opponents  were  lads  from 
noted  agricultural  schools,  like  the  Lyndon  agricultural 
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school  in  Vermont.  Botichie  was  the  first  one  from  New 
Hampshire  to  secure  a  place.  Frank  Walker,  the  only 
other  contestant  from  this  town,  easily  won  a  place  among 
the  first  half,  defeating  all  others  from  Cheshire  county 
with  the  exception  of  his  team-mate,  Bouchie. 

All  dairymen  not  having  a  Babcock  tester  are  invited 
to  leave  their  milk  at  the  school  to  be  tested.  Directions 
for  preparing  a  sample  will  be  furnished  upon  request. 
The  school  hopes  this  spring  to  help  with  their  spraying 
any  of  the  local  people  who  desire  to  have  this  done.  The 
use  of  the  agricultural  books,  equipment,  or  forges,  is  at 
the  service  of  anybody  desiring  their  use. 

Athletics 

Baseball  and  track  were  revived  in  the  high  school  last 
year.  This  was  done  in  spite  of  criticism  on  the  part  of 
some  people  who  believed  that  the  boys  should  spend 
their  time  more  profitably.  Unless  something  of  this 
kind  is  carried  on  in  a  public  school,  there  is  a  great  dan- 
ger of  losing  many  of  the  wide-awake  bo'ys.  No  greater 
agency  than  clean,  wholesome  athletics  can  be  found  for 
attracting  attention  to  a  school  and  arousing  a  loyal  school 
spirit  among  its  members.  Emphasis  is  laid  upon  fair 
play  by  teaching  the  boys  to  be  cheerful  losers  or  gener- 
ous victors. 

Teachers 

Three  changes  have  been  made  in  the  teaching  force 
this  year.  Miss  lone  Proctor  of  Watertown,  Mass.,  a 
graduate  of  RadclifTe  College,  has  taken  Miss  Potter's 
place  as  the  liberal  arts'  teacher.  Miss  Grace  Russell  of 
Danbury,  N.  H.,  is  the  successor  of  Miss  Alley  for  the 
domestic  arts'  course.     Both  are  experienced  and  capable 
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teachers.  Miss  Beda  Bjurman  has  recently  succeeded 
Miss  Landers  as  the  drawing  teacher. 

In  closing,  the  head  master  wishes  to  mention  a  subject 
that  has  troubled  him  for  some  time.  The  lack  of  running 
water  and  sufficient  lighting  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year  were  not  only  an  annoyance,  but  also  a  severe  priva- 
tion. The  question  of  the  water  supply  has  been  settled, 
at  least  for  the  present,  but  the  lighting  situation  is  as 
serious  as  ever.  On  many  of  the  dark  days,  especially  in 
the  fall,  there  were  portions  of  the  room  where  it  was 
very  difficult  to  see  the  printed  page.  For  this  reason, 
several  of  the  seats  had  to  be  changed.  In  the  early  win- 
ter the  pupils  could  not  be  helped  for  any  length  of  time 
after  school,  as  it  was  often  dark  before  half  past  four. 
For  the  same  reason,  the  janitor  had  great  difficulty  in  per- 
forming his  work  at  that  time. 

Persons,  who  are  undecided  upon  this  subject,  are  in- 
vited to  visit  either  of  the  school  buildings  on  a  dark  day, 
and  examine  the  conditions  for  themselves.  Glasses  are  a 
remedy  for  weak  eyes,  but  they  are  not  the  real  cure.  A 
good  physician  does  not  confine  his  efforts  to  combatting 
a  disease  already  established,  but  searches  for  the  cause 
in  order  to  prevent  similar  cases  by  removing  it.  The 
head  master  is  speaking  from  some  experience,  for  more 
than  once  he  has  gone  home  with  aching  eyes  brought 
about  by  straining  them  on  dark  days.  Several  others 
have  made  a  similar  complaint.  No  parent  wishes  to  have 
his  children's  eyes  strained  by  improper  lighting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Board  of  Education,  Hinsdale,  N.  H. : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
fifth  annual  report. 

Since  my  last  report,  the  revised  state  program  of 
studies  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers.  This 
program  is  based  on  the  so-called  "six-and-six"  plan. 
That  is  to  say,  the  outline  of  work  has  been  re-arranged 
so  as  to  make  possible  the  organization  of  the  schools  on 
a  basis  of  six  grades  in  the  elementary  school  and  six 
grades  in  the  secondary  school,  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  being  designated  as  the  Junior  High  School.  This 
plan  is  in  accordance  with  the  psychological  fact  that  at, 
or  about,  the  age  of  twelve  the  child  enters  upon  the  pe- 
riod of  adolescence  in  which  there  is  a  marked  physical 
and  mental  development,  bringing  a  more  independent 
outlook  upon  life,  and  requiring  a  different  type  of  instruc- 
tion. Nature  study,  with  its  observation  of  the  more 
obvious  phenomena  of  nature,  gives  place  to  the  study  of 
elementary  science  in  which  the  pupil  undertakes  an  ele- 
mentary investigation  of  the  processes  of  natural  phe- 
nomena. Formal  grammar,  with  its  analysis  and  parsing, 
is  left  for  the  more  mature  minds  of  high  school  students 
to  grapple  with,  and  in  its  place  provision  is  made  for  the 
study  of  French  or  Latin.  Concr£te  geometry,  which 
involves  the  construction  of  figures  and  the  acquisition  of 
knowledge  of  many  of  the  properties  of  space  relations, 
is  also  provided  for.  An  opportunity  is  given  to  continue 
the  study  of  arithmetic  in  its  application  to  industrial  and 
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business  activities.  Three  curricula  are  offered  for  grades 
seven  and  eight.  We  have  adopted  curriculum  two  with 
some  modifications. 

My  work  has  consisted  chiefly  in  visits  to  the  school- 
rooms. '  This  involves  observation  of  instruction  and 
discipline,  noting  of  other  school  conditions,  conference 
with  teachers,  with  criticism  and  suggestion,  testing  of 
classes,  both  oral  and  written,  conduct  of  recitations  to 
illustrate  method  of  teaching  a  topic,  and  holding  of  teach- 
ers' meetings.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  speak  commendatory 
words  of  the  teaching  force.  Their  work  is  characterized 
by  industry,  enthusiasm  and  progress.  No  evidence  is 
more  indicative  of  a  teacher's  professional  ambiticyi,  than 
the  time  and  thought  that  she  devotes  to  her  professional 
improvement.  Many  of  our  teachers  have  shown  a  com- 
mendable zeal  in  this  direction.  Five  of  our  teachers 
took  a  summer  course  at  the  State  normal  school.  Mr. 
Wentworth  pursued  a  course  in  manual  training  at  Con- 
cord, N.  H. 

Within  the  last  few  years  many  attempts  have  been 
made  to  devise  definite  standards,  by  which  to  measure 
the  attainments  of  the  children  of  the  public  school  in 
the  various  subjects  of  study.  Some  success  has  been 
achieved  in  the  development  of  uniform  standards,  which 
may  be  applied  to  any  school,  to  show  its  comparative 
standing.  Among  the  most  practical  of  these  instruments 
for  school  efficiency  are  the  Ayres's  Spelling  Scale  and 
Starch's  Arithmetic  Test.  The  Ayres  Scale  consists  of 
1,000  of  the  most  frequently  used  words  whose  relative 
difficulty  has  been  carefully  determined.  The  data  of  the 
scale  is  computed  from  the  spellings  of  70,000  children  of 
84  cities  throughout  the  country.  The  Starch  test  con- 
sists of  a  series  of  problems,  in  the  order  of  increasing  dif- 
ficulty, designed  to  test  the  arithmetical  reasoning  power 
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of  pupils.    Both  these  tests  were  applied  in  grades  five  to 

eight.  The  following  results  were  obtained  in  spelling: 
Six  pupils  in  grade  eight  were  standard,  eight  were  below 
standard ;  in  grade  seven,  seven  were  above  standard,  five 
at  standard,  nine  below  standard;  in  grade  six,  seven 
above  standard  (five  of  them  two  grades  above),  two  at 
standard,  seven  below  standard ;  in  grade  five,  six  above 
standard  (three  of  them  three  grades  above),  two  at  stand- 
ard, and  fourteen  below  standard.  While  the  average* was 
very  near  the  standard,  it  is  very  interesting  to  note  that 
in  each  class  there  was  a  wide  variation  in  spelling  ability. 
Measures  have  been  instituted  to  give  special  work  to 
those  found  to  be  below  standard,  in  the  hopes  of  bringing 
them  up  to  grade.  The  variation  in  reasoning  ability  in 
the  arithmetic  test  was  quite  as  wide.  Grade  five,  for  in- 
stance, varied  from  third  grade  ability  to  seventh  grade 
ability.  This  variability  of  abilities  in  a  grade  is  not  a 
condition  peculiar  to  our  school  system,  but  a  condition 
found  to  be  general  in  school  systems  throughout  the 
country.  It  is  fundamentally  due  to  the  varying  capaci- 
ties of  school  children,  but  it  would  seem  that  the  con- 
dition can  be  ameliorated  by  more  individual  work. 

Our  high  school  is  in  a  healthy  condition.  In  order  to 
get  the  best  results,  however,  we  must  have  more  per- 
manence in  the  teaching  force.  Last  year  there  was  an 
entire  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  high  school  teaching 
corps,  and  two  new  teachers  have  been  employed  this 
year.  When  such  a  condition  exists,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
make  schools  progressively  efficient.  Good  teaching  im- 
plies some  knowledge  of  community  needs,  an  adequate 
understanding  of  the  courses  of  study,  an  intimate  ac- 
quaintance with  pupils,  and  a  feeling  of  loyalty  toward 
the  school ;  these  factors  cannot  be  acquired  in  one  year, 
especially  if  it  is  the  first  year  of  the  teacher's  profession- 
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al  service.  If  we  are  to  get  the  most  efficient  instruction 
for  our  boys  and  girls,  we  must  keep  our  teachers  for  a 
longer  period. 

The  rural  schools  this  year  are  in  a  much  improved 
condition.  Two  of  the  teachers  are  normal  graduates 
and  one,  by  attendance  at  the  Keene  Normal  summer 
school  earned  a  state  certificate.  It  is  probably  the  first 
time  that  these  schools  have  been  in  charge  of  certificated 
teachers.  The  character  of  the  work  would  seem  to  jus- 
tify the  larger  salaries  necessary  to  secure  such  teachers. 

A  Parent-Teachers'  Association  was  organized  in  June, 
to  which  all  parents  and  teachers  are  invited.  It  holds 
monthly  meetings.  This  association  is  organized  to  bring 
into  closer  co-operation  the  home  and  the  school,  to  study 
educational  questions  of  general  or  local  interest,  and  in 
every  possible  way  to  assist  the  cause  of  education  in  the 
town. 

The  grade  work  in  sewing  this  year  has  been  in  charge 
of  Miss  Estelle  C.  Nims,  who  devotes  one  day  per  week 
to  the  instruction.  She  reports  the  following  projects  as 
having  been  completed  since  the  opening  of  school  in 
September: 

In  grade  five,  the  making  of  an  apron,  the  crocheting  of 
a  pair  of  slippers,  the  mending  of  stockings,  and  the  mak- 
ing of  a  sewing  bag. 

In  grade  six,  the  making  of  slip  with  ruffle,  the  crochet- 
ing of  slippers,  the  making  of  a  Christmas  gift,  the  mend- 
ing of  stockings,  and  the  making  of  a  bungalow  apron. 

In  grade  seven,  instruction  in  the  use  and  care  of  a  sew- 
ing machine,  the  making  of  a  nightgown  or  kimono, 
crocheting  of  slippers,  the  making  of  a  Christmas  gift,  the 
darning  of  stockings,  the  making  of  a  chemise  or  apron. 

In  grade  eight,  use  and  care  of  machine,  making  en- 
velope chemise,  crocheting  slippers,  mending  stockings, 
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making  a  patch  on  cotton  cloth.  During  the  next  semes- 
ter the  girls  will  be  given  instruction  in  cooking  in  place 
of  sewing. 

Miss  Catherine  Smith  has  charge  of  the  manual  train- 
ing, devoting  one  day  per  week  to  the  work.  She  reports 
the  following  projects  :  Grade  five,  broom  racks  and  toys  ; 
grade  six,  broom  rack,  windmill,  necktie  rack,  clock  shelf ; 
grade  seven,  windmill,  candle  stick,  flowerpot  stand.  The 
pupils  of  this  grade  first  made  a  rough  sketch  of  their 
project  and  then  a  working  drawing  of  it;  grade  eight, 
book  racks,  collar  boxes,  etc.  They  have  also  repaired 
sleds,  skis,  and  hockey  sticks.  They,  too,  make  a  work- 
ing drawing  of  their  projects.

No  comparison  has  been  made  with  former  years  as 
these  statistics  represent  only  eleven  months,  as  both 
library  and  reading  room  were  closed  for  repairs  durirtg 
the  month  of  August. 

During  that  month  the  walls,  ceiling  and  floor  were  re- 
finished,  giving  the  room  a  much  more  attractive  appear- 
ance. The  books  were  thoroughly  dusted,  inventoried, 
and  re-arranged.  The  new  furniture,  purchased  with  the 
special  appropriation  granted  at  the  last  town  meeting, 
included  two  new  steel  stacks  capable  of  carrying  about 
2,000  books,  thus  enlarging  our  then  over-crowded  stack- 
room  sufficiently  for  probably  five  years;  a  new  desk;  a 
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modern  magazine  case ;  a  shelf-list  cabinet,  carrying  an 
index  of  our  library  in  order,  as  the  books  appear  on  the 
shelves,  for  use  in  cataloguing  and  inventory ;  a  revolving 
case  carrying  books  for  exhibition  and  selection ;  addi- 
tional shelves  for  our  reference  case,  and  an  additional 
wooden  shelf  section  in  our  juvenile  department,  in  order 
to  relieve  the  cro^vded  condition  there.  A  re-arrangement 
of  electric  lights  was  also  made  in  the  stack-room.

While  these  changes  have  made  it  necessary  to  crowd 
the  reading  room  somewhat  and  to  remove  two  of  the 
reading  room  tables,  sufficient  room  for  readers  remains 
thus  far,  while  we  all  have  the  satisfaction  of  feeling  that 
our  library  equipment  is  now  up  to  date  and  presents  an 
attractive  appearance.  Patrons  have  shown  pleasure  and 
gratification  at  the  improvement,  while  many  visitors 
have  expressed  surprise  at  its  size  and  up-to-date  equip- 
ment. 

Soon  after  the  library  re-opened  it  was  presented  with 
a  magnificent  clock,  the  gift  of  George  C.  Fisk.  Mr.  Fisk 
had  twice  before  remembered  the  library,  in  the  gift  of  a 
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very  large  and  expensive  volume,  "The  Presidents,"  and 
a  beautiful  oil  painting  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Fisk.  The 
clock  is  a  modern  hall  clock,  eight  feet  in  height,  in  a  rich 
mahogany  case  with  plate  glass  front  and  sides,  West- 
minster chimes  which  sound  at  each  quarter  of  the  hour, 
gilt  scroll  work  on  the  face,  and  the  moon's  phases  pic- 
tured above  the  dial.  The  gift  is  one  of  which  the  town 
may  well  feel  proud  and  which  will  be  a  lasting  memorial 
to  the  giver.  A  brass  plate  suitably  inscribed  has  been 
placed  upon  the  clock.

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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


The  town  has  been  very  fortunate  in  being  exception- 
ally free  from  contagious  and  infective  diseases  for  the 
past  year,  as  there  have  only  been  five  cases  of  measles 
and  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  reported. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  all  to  the  law  in  regard 
to  reporting  all  contagious  diseases.  This  will  be  done 
by  physicians  if  they  are  employed,  but  if  they  are  not 
employed,  the  duty  falls  on  those  who  have  the  case  in 
charge,  and  there  is  a  penalty  which  is  quite  severe  if  it 
is  not  complied  with. 

The  past  year  we  have  been  troubled  by  the  somewhat 
promiscuous  dumping  of  rubbish  by  the  sides  of  the  high- 
ways, which  is  very  unsightly  and  far  from  conducive  to 
health.  The  selectmen  have  established  a  public  dump- 
ing ground  in  the  bend  of  the  river  where  the  washout  is 
on  River  street,  and  everyone  in  the  village  is  ordered  to 
use  it  for  that  purpose,  being  careful  to  throw  all  rubbish 
over  the  bank,  so  as  to  keep  the  side  of  the  road  clean. 

All  decayed  vegetables  and  anything  offensive  to  the 
smell  should  be  buried  or  burned. 

The  board  of  health  recommend  that  we  have  a  clean- 
up week  in  April  and  that  everyone  do  their  utmost  to 
clean  up  around  their  homes,  and  keep  as  clean  as  possible 
through  the  hot  weather.
